NAVAL PRETENSIONS. 
CHANDLER’S FORAY ON FOLGER. 
@pectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tuns. 
WasuinerTon, D. C., Nov. 22.—There is 
good reason to think that Secretary Chan- 
dler will advise that the Coast Survey, the 
Life-Saving Service, and the Revenue Marine 
Service Bureaus in the Treasury Department 
be transferred to the Navy Department. One 
reason for this suggestion is that there is a 
large surplus of officers in the navy who 
have nothing to do, and that if these bureaus 
should be transferred to the Navy Depart- 
ment the officers on waiting orders could be 
placed in active service, and would be com- 
petent for the duties. 
SECRETARY FOLGER 
is earnestly opposed to the proposition, and 
he, of course, is encouraged to make the 
most vigorous opposion by the present 
heads of these bureaus in the Treasury De- 
artment, who naturally tear that they would 
be supplanted in the service which they have 
done so much to to build up by naval officers 
out ofa job The proposition which Secre- 
tary Chandler is understood to be contem- 
plating has been broached at different times, 
bat it has always encountered vigorous op- 
position in the Treasury Department. In the 
revenue marine service an attempt has been 
made to educate cadets, and Congressmen 
have encouraged this movement.

manufacture, no back-acdon tax which pro- 
hibits the exportation of the product of in- 
dustry, no Chinese wall shutting them off 
from commercial intercourse with the rest of 
the world. They are free to look for mar- 
kets in all quarters of the globe, whieh can 
always be reached by economical methods. 
If the American people or any particular 
classes of American industry are to be con- 
fronted with a material shrinkage in the 
home demand, then the remedy for the 
threatened stagnation cannot intelligently be 
looked for in an increase of duties or the 
maintenance of the present high tariff. The 
direct and\ unavoidable effect of the tariff 
system ise to limit thé market for mannu- 
factu goods to home consumption, and 
when home consumption is-on the wane 
there can certainly be no relief in maintain- 
ing this restriction. If the conditions at 
home do not warrant the production of iron 
and steel rails, then a market for such goods 
should be sought in MeXico and Central and 
South America, where they are in demand. 
But American manufacturers cannot sell in 
foreign markets so long as they must 
be protected even in their home mar- 
ket against the competition of English 
‘and Belgian manufacturers. The same 
is true of the woolen, cotton, leather, wooden, 
and iron manufactures of every description. 


The tax which protects the American 


manufacturer from foreign competition at 
home also “protects” the foreign manu- 


facturer from American competition abroad. 
The American manufacturer cannot reach | 


out to the West Indias, to China, and Japan 
with goods which are loaded down with 
home taxes, bearing the burden of an in- 
creased cost of living, and With no ships to 
carry the stuff. The American manufacturer 
ean help neither himself nor his country in 
time of trial when his hands are tied and he is 
bound down to a home market which is no 
longer capable of buying at the inflated 
prices which a tariff system has established. 


THE ART OF MORE TAXATION. 
The Tariff Commission, during its recent 
perambulatfon through the country, inviting 


‘all persons who desired to have taxes levied 


for thelr support to make known their 
3 their claims, have begun the 
publication of the returns. One of the biess- 
ings of a paternal government is that it has 
the power to levy a tax or taxes upon the 
whole people for the personal benefit. of a 
citizen, and that this tax is forever thereafter 
a source of personal income to the bene- 
ficlary, against which, strange to say, no 
one objects, unless hired to do so by some 
agent of the British Cobden Club, which 
elub is supposed to have no other purpose 
m this world except it be to reduce Ameri- 
ean workmen to the condition of pauperisin. 
The package of printed applications for 
“more tariff” contains a curious collection, 
and some of them indicate the wonderful 
notions which have been created by protec- 
tion as to the legitimate purposes and ends 
of civilized or intelligent government. 

Time has been in the days of kingly and 
imperial despotism when taxation has been 
driven to the wildest and most unlimited ex- 
tent. It was the prompt response of the Crown 
to every suggestion that the Royal Treasury 
was empty, Lay on another tax.“ When dis 
Majesty obtained a new mistress, or wished 
to buy one, he merely laid a new tax on some 
article of common use, and directed the pro- 
ceeds of the tax to be paid to the favored 
lady. In the days of the Stuarts of England 
it was the rule for the King to grant a new 
mistress a new patent of nobility, and at the 
same time grant her the proceeds of a special 
tax levied for her support. In time, the 
King’s court represented not only a certain 
number of brilliant beauties, but also a cer- 
tain number of special taxes, each being the 
perquisit of one of the ladies of the court, 
for whose support the tax waslaid. Each of 
these taxes was in the nature of a monopoly 
~as, for instance, every person who took a

A feature of the operations of the sinking 
fund should not be overlooked. When any 
bonds are purchased for that fund they are 
of course considered paid; but nevertheless 
they, as part of the sinking fund, continue to 
bear interest annually, this interest being 
added to the fund. Thus, at the end of 
every fiscal year the sum set apart, for the 


Sinking fund is 1 per cent of the principal of 


the public debt at that date, and also the an- 
nual interest on all the bonds purchased for 
the fiscal year from March, 1800, to date. It 
wili be seen, therefore, that as the amount of 
the principal of the debt decreases every 
year the 1 percent produces less and less, but 
the accumulating interest increases rapidly. 
The requirements of the sinking fund are 
now something over $45,000,000 a year. 

The debt purchased for the sinking fund 
in 1869 and annually ever since still bears in- 
verest; the principal alone has been extin- 
guished. The original contract with the 
creditors was that 1 per cent of the principal 
of the debt should be paid annually. That 
contract has been complied with, and the 
payments are many years In advance of the 
contract. The continuance of the sin

There is no legal requirement of this 
annual appropriation. ‘There are no creditors 
asking for their money, and the. embarras- 
ment of the Government is that the crediters 
will not accept payment. Why, then, should 
the United States raise money by taxation to 
purchase bonds not due and bearing only 3 
per cent interest? Why tax the country to 
raise $50,000,000 this year, taking that much 
from the hands, business, and earnings of 
the people to purchase bonds not due and 
only calling for 3 per cent interest ? 

Congress should not only abolish taxation, 
but it should also abolish the singing fund, 
which is a useless preteXt for taxation. It 
is wanton expenditure of $50,000,000 for no 
purpose that may not be accomplished as 
well in other and more rational ways. A 
general provision places the surplus revenue 
of the Treasury at the service of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to be applied to the ex- 
tinguishment of so much of the principal of 
the public debt as will answer every purpose 
that is now | accomplished by the sinking 
fund and by the other process of calling 
in bonds that are payable, : 

The repeal of the law creating the sinking 
fund will reduce the ordinary appropriations 
$50,000,000, a sum admitting the repeal of all 
the internal revenue taxes except those on 
whisky. This repeal of taxation will cause 
no reduction of revenue except that now re- 
quired for a wseless expenditure. The little 


pinch of snuff paid a tax to support some 
one of a half-dozen of the royal favorits. 
There was no seruple about levying: the tax; 
the people had nothing to do but to pay it. 

Protection in this country has become as 
remorseless and as insatiable as the bounty 
system of earlier days when royal will was 
absolute. It is as true today as it ever was 
in any country that the smallest portion of 
the taxes levied by the Government is levied 
for the support of any part of the cost or ex- 
penses of government, while the larger por- 
tion is levied for the personal benefit, profit, 
and enrichment of private individuals and 
corporations, and coliected from the people by 
these persons and corporations. 

Our tariff is made up of lines and para- 
graphs by which simple, separate, and com- 
pound taxes are thus levied on the public, 
and the tariff is an enumeration of the rates 
imposed by these taxes. Some of them have 
been ‘changed, increased, compounded, or 
otherwise altered as often as a dozen times 
to gratify the avarite, or the friendship, or 
the enmity of individuals. This business of 
tinkering the tarif.has been going on for 
more than twenty years, until the present 
tariff has become a sort of wire fence, through 
which no man who buys a shirt is allowed to 
obtain the garment without sacrificing one- 
third of the cloth or paying down in hard 
eash one-third its value as a tax. In the 
papers before us are the grievous complaints 
of those who cry aloud that they do not get 
enough tax. : 


In time of distress the tariff is no help or 
comfort, but only a hindrance; it is not the 
assurance of a continued but the hopes 
of new markets which American industry 
needs.

both political parties to reduce taxes on the 
necessaries of life before releasing the lux- 
urles. . 

It may be that a period of comparative de- 
pression is at hand. it would de strange if 
three or four years of prosperity, leading up 
to speculation, extravagance, and inflation, 
should not be followed by a reaction. Such 
a reaction at this time would naturally strike 
the stock market and the iron interests—the 
former because prices have been inflated out 
of all proportion to real values, and the latter 
because an abundance of money has sup- 
plied the country with more railroads than 
it needs. The existence of a high 
tariff, amounting in some instances to a 
prohibition of imports from abroad, has an 
important influence upon such a crisis, but 
it is very different from that which the pro- 
tected classes impute to it. When the de- 
pression has come the high tariff is an im- 
pediment to recovery. The manufacturing 
interests would alarm the country at the 
prospect of a reduction in the tariff, remote 
as itis. There is really more eause for alarm 
in the probable maintenance of a tariff sys- 
tem which imposes a back tax on Ameri- 
can manufactures and shuts them out from 
the markets of the world. 

When reckless investments, inflation of 
prices, unremunerative enterprises, National 
and individual extravagance, and a career of 
social and commercial dissipation have led 
up to a total collapse or partial paralysis 
of business in the United States there is 
but one avenue of escape. The sole reliance 
is upon the contemporaneous abun- 
dance of American crops and foreign 
demand for the same. Neither one 
of these two conditions, standing alone, 
will furnish rélief. American granaries 
may be overstocked and the vast farms 
of the Northwest may teem with glorious 
harvests, but the hard times will continue if 
there be no foreign demand for the surplus 
over home consumption. The people of 
Europe may be half starving for food, bat 
the demand will not avail the American peo- 
ple if their crop merely suffices for their own 
necessities. The American powers of recu- 
peration in a period of depression have been 
contracted to this one uncertain contingency. 


The fact has been demonstrated by sad ex- 


berience. From 1873 to 1879, during six long 


Mr. Firch ’s ire, and he appeared as principal 
prosecutor in the libel suit.

Under such 
circumstances the court of course ruled in 
favor of the District-Attorney.

The first of these papers is a memorial from 
the twenty*three manufacturers of whiting 
and Paris-white. The entire cost of whiting 
is that the one raw material—chalk. 
Chalk is admitted free of duty, and nine 
times out of ten pays no freight, being car- 
ried as ballast. The entire material is 
therefore landed at the dock in New York 
free of cost to the manufacturer. Whiting 
itself can be purchased in Europe at 21 cents 
per 100 pounds. Congress has already im- 
posed a tax ou whiting of half a cent per 
pound, or 50 cents per 100 pounds. The raw 
material is free; the manufactured article is 
21 cents per 100 pounds; the present duty is 
50 cents per 100 pounds, and these memorial- 
ists insist that the tax, which is now 240 per 
cent, shall be increased to 360. per cent. It 
only needs to be added that this memorial 
was presented by a Mr. Angel, who deliber- 
ately declared that the firstduty of the Gov- 
ernment was to find out how it could grant 
bounties to deserving gentlemen whose pres- 
ent donation was only 240 per cent, and then 
to grant it. 

A verson named Cohn, in New York, ap- 
pealed to the Tariff Commission asking that 
a tax of 35 per cent be levied on horn strips 
imported into this country and used as a 
substitute for whalebonesin the manufacture 
of corsets. Wherehpon one Mr, Bates, of 
Massachusetts, appeared and protested inthe 
name of the corset manufacturers, and pre- 
dicted in the usual.way thatif the present 
tax on corsets of 32 per cent be reduced, or if 
there be a tax put on the horn strips, the 
manufacture of corsets would perish in this 
country, and the free women of this free

without corsets, or put on pauperized corsets 
made by people who can’t speak English; 
and thousands of American laborers now 
living on their wages in princely style would 
have to go to the alms-house. 

It was then disclesed that horn strips for 
corsets are made in France, where the labor 
employed is so little removed from pauper- 
ism that these horn strips can be manufact- 
ured and sold to the corset-makers of this 
country much cheaper than they can be made 
here. Mr. Bates, of Worcester, acknowl-

THE SORGHUM-SUGAR DISCOVERY. ' 

The people of the United States are paying 
$100,000,000 every year to the West Indies 
and South America for sugar, and this 
amount is continually increasing. These 
countries do not buy 20 per cent of this 
amount from us, and we have to make out 
the remainder in gold, or ship our corn, 
beef, petroleum, flour, lard, and other prod- 
ucts to Europe, sell them, and take outa 
hundred millions and send it to the West 
Indies and South America to pay for the 
sugar over and above what we raise. It is 
the heaviest single drain of all our foreign 
wants. The time has now come when this 
drain can be stopped. 

It has been a long and rough road to suc- 
cess, but at last the success has been reached. 
The first experiments were made with beet 
sugar, But, while it has succeeded in some 
parts of Europe, it has for some reason failed 
here. Twenty or thirty years ago sorghum 
was introduced, the seeds were. widely dis- 
tributed, and the farmers got up a boom in 
sorghum sirup. The boom did not last long. 
The methods of manufacture were crude and 
the work was prosecuted with little intelli- 
gence. A sirup was produced, but there was 
something in the juice which prevented erys- 
tallization, and the manufacture was aban- 
doned. Within the past three or four years 
renewed efforts have been made, and at last 
Profs, Scoville and Weber, of the Llinois 
State Industrial University, have solved the 
problem of manufacturing sugar from 
sorghum. The process has been already de- 
scribed at great length in Tar Triscne. 

The possibilities opened up by the Profes- 
sors’ discoveries are well-nigh limitless. Sor- 
ghum can be planted over as wide an area as 
corn. It can be raised upon the same kind 
of soil, in about the same time, in an even 
greater quantity of tonnage, and in numer- 
ous Varieties. It can be grown in Louisiana 
and in Minnesota. and midway between them 
Illinois offers a splendid field for its cultiva- 
tion. The figures show that the product of

WHEAT. 
RECENT SHIPMENTS BY RAIL TO MILWAU- 
KEE.

The New York stock market was very irregu- 
lar yesterday. The market opened firm, but 
weakeved badly on large selling orders, and was 
almost panicky at one time. There was thona 
sharp rally, with liberal filling in of shorts, 
which perhaps was due to the rumor that the 
Northwestern Kailroad war was in a fair way of 
being terminated this week. The orders “rom 
the West included a fair number to buy the 
dividend- paying stocks. Many stocks yesterday 
touched the lowest prices of the yeur thus far. 

It is announced that a new Nationa: bank, 
with a capital of probably $500,000, is soon to be 
started in Boston, backed by such capitalists as 
the Hon. Oliver Ames, H. H. Hunnewell, J. War- 
ren Merrill, John B. Alley, Dr. A. A. Lowe, etc.

COMMERCIAL. 


The leading produce markets were more ir- 
rewular yesterday than usual. Grain averaged 
strona@er, chiefly in sympathy with; the corn sit- 
uation in New York, and provisions were un- 
settled, being radically bearish, but turned by 
the firm feeling in breadstuffs. 

Provisions were active and irregular. They 
were beared rather badly in the early part of the 
day because hogs were in large supply and again 
weak, while Liverpool was said to be 3d lower 
on lard. The market turned later when corn 
was found to be strong, and there were some 
signs of large capitalists investing in the stuff, as 
if they thg@ught the market was bumping on 
the bottom. This caused a rally, after which 
prices fell back some, but closed steadier at a 
shade better prices for futures than the previous 
afternoon, though pork and lard for this month 
elosed 100 lower, the former being substantially 
the same as January. Lardfor this month sold 
down 40c, but ouly fora moment, there being 
litie sold at more than 20c decline. Otherwise 
lam only fell back about öe and pork 150200. 
Meats declined about 10, and for eariy delivery 
closed nominally tame. The market averaged 
an advance of 5c on pork and lard on the after- 
noon call. 

Flour was in good demand on export account. 
with very little doing by the local trade. There 
was no material change in prices, but the 
tone was firm in sympathy with grain. Bran 
and other millstuffs were quoted firmer, but 
witha fair volume of offerings. 

Wheat was a little more active and decidedly 
firmer. Futures advanced d early, then fell 
back a little, but closed firm at an improvement 
of Me on the latest prices of Tuesday. Lon- 
don reported an advance of 6d per quarter on 
cargoes, our receipts were much smaller, and 
there was an early rumor to the effect that 
the railroad war in the Northwest is over, 
which was supposed to mean smaller receipts

The continuance of dry weather, though it is 
not cold, increases the hope of liberal arrivals 
of new No. 2 here next month, while there is a 
feeling that the situation bas perhaps been dis- 
counted as much as it will bear for the present. 
The lower grades were picked up here yesterday 
as fast as offered, and at good relative prices, 
showing that consumers are bare of corn. The 
speculative demand eastward bids fair to ab- 
sorb all the dry corn we may have here for sev- 
eral weeks yet. In the afternoon the market 
was firmer for Novemberand the year and 
easier for other deals. 


Oats were fairly active and ge higher in sym- 


pathy with corn and as a result of the light re- 
ceipts. The greater part of the trading was 
done before the noon Hour. though the advance 
wus firmly held up to the close. There was some 
little trading early in seller the month, but the 
larger share of the transactions was in the year 
delivery. No. 2 spot sold at %1{@36c, mostly at 
the inside figure, at which the market closed. 
Seller the month ranged at 3544@36c, closing af 
Bac. Seller the year sold from 3444 to 354¢, clos- 
ing at 3540. The business in May delivery was 
light at sage, closing at 35 bid. No. 2 
white and rejected were nominal. Samples were 
active and relatively higher. 

Rye was quiet and steady, the little trading 
done being in spot, while the futures were 
nominal throughout. No. 2 spot sold at 57%4c, 
the other deliveries being quotable at 580 for 
November, Ne for the year, and 5h for January. 
Track stuff sold at 58%c for No. 2 and 58@55c for 
rejected. 

Barley was inactive, not a trade in spot being 
reported during the session. No. 2 was quoted 
nominally at 2e. and No. 3 at 53c, December be- 
ing offered at 53%c. Samples sold fairly at 
about Tuesday’s prices. 

The grocery market was quoted quiet, with 
prices only indifferently sustained. Dry goods, 
clothing. boots and shoes, and millinery goods 
were also ordered very sparingly. Dealers in 
dairy products were not very busy, and prices 
were easy. Dried fruits remain quiet and gen- 
erally easy. Fish were tirm. Oils sold in a lib- 
eral way at steady prices. Coal and pig-iron re- 
main dull. 

The trade in broom-corn continues active, 
with prices boldmg steady. Green fruits are 
selling fairly, the trade exhibiting no new feat- 
ures. Dealers in drugs and chemicals report a 
fair business, the staples selling at the prices of 
last week. Hides are slow, with liberal receipts, 
a light trade being reported in green saited at 
the declines Potatoes are steady at the advance, 
prices remaining firm in consequence of the 
light receipts. Wool quiet and steady. Seeds 
were steady at $1.56@1.58 for timothy, $5.50@ 
5.55 for clover, and $1.15 for flaxseed on track, 
with a light business done in all but the latter. 
Hay was quiet and steady. 

The price of wheat in Minneapolis was run up 
on Monday last to an extent about equal to the 
decline in rail freights. One party reports sales 
of Nos. 1 and 2 (not hard) at $1.04, which certain- 
ly does not offer much inducement to any one in 
that section to ship his wheat here and get 932 
for it. The price of flour in Minneapolis is ad- 
vanced about as much as the reduction in 
freights amounts to, making it impossible for 
buyers bere to operate on more favorable terms 
than heretofore. 

New mixed corn sold yesterday on track here 
at 62%c freely, and more was wanted at the 
price. Considering that some of this corn was 
quite damp, it shows a good demand for this 
article, which makes it problematical if No. 2 at 
60c seller the year is very dear after ali. 

A telegram from New York yesterday said 
that the corn market there went up about 16e 
in half an hour, and then fell back 10c in an- 
other half-hour. That is speculative excite- 
ment with a vengeance. Evidently New York is 
wakening up. The folks there are getting an 
old-fashioned Western bug, and one feature in 
the business is said to be the fact that one of 
the biggest squeezers is a man who defaulted on 
september wheat here. 

lt was reported here the other day that the 
November-corn squeeze in Liverpool was over. 
But it now appears that the folks tnere are just 
as badly off for December. They want large 
quantities, and it must all be old corn at that. 
Hence the New York flurry has a pizzicato ac- 
companiment which makes it positively thrill- 
ing. The good peopie there whe have been 
bowling about corners in Chicago may now be 
retorted upon With the advice, “ Physician, heal 
thyself.“ | 

The Wabash elevators of Toledo have reduced 
the winter-storage charge to 2c per bu on mer- 
chantablie grain. 

The official telegrams yesterday called Liver- 
pool quiet and urm on corn. The understand- 
lug here was that the Liverpool folks are fairly 
boiling with excitement. This recalls a bit of 
history. Two or three years ago a letter was re- 
ceived here from the official reporter in En- 
gland which ran substantially as follows (we 
quote from memory): Dear Sir: Our quota- 
tions on No, 2 white winter wheat have 
been creeping upward for some weeks past. I 
have hitherto forborne to report the advance, 
thinking it might be only temporary; but as it 
seems likely to be permanent I now revise my 
quotations on that grade.“ It would be inter- 
esting to know if like considerations prevail 
now. 

It is understood that McGeoch, Everingham & 
Co. ard not settling up on the basis of $1.02 for 
September wheat. The firm is holding off for 
instructions from its principais. Wiil the Presi- 
dent be called on to sign down the margin checks?

PUBLIC HEALTH. 


A Meeting in Cincinnati to Devise Means 
for Correcting Existing Evils in the 
Health Department. 

Spectal Dispatch to The Chicaco Tribune. 

CINCINNATI, O., Nov. 22.—A meeting of 
merchants and others was held at the Board 
of Trade rooms this afternoon for the pur- 
pose of devising means of putting the city 
in a better sanitary condition by cleaning the 
streets and rendering efficient the notorious- 
ly inefficient and corrupt Health Denart- 
ment. The notice, which was circulated pri- 
vately, was given too late to secure a large 
attendance, but several prominent houses 
were represented at the meeting, and others 
sent letters saying that they are in full ac- 
cord with the movement. After some discus- 
sion it was resolved to hold a second meet- 
ing, when a greater number could be 
present. Butone opinion was expressed— 
namely: that someting must be done, or 
smail-pox will become epidemic. The gen- 
eral health of the city will suffer and busi- 
ness will be greatly injured. It was recog- 
nized that the movement must be wisely 
managed, for agitation of such a — BY is 


almost certain to result in exaggera sto- 
ries being set afloat over the country, and. so 
far as business is concerned, the eure might 
be more ruinous than the evil which it is 
proposed to remove. Through a long pe- 
riod of municipal thievery and maladminis- 
tration the streets of the city have grad- 
ually become more and more broken 
and *althy. until there can be little doubt 
but they are in a _  disease-producing 
— — There is no money in the publie 
Treasury with which to clean them, and citi- 
zens are organizing and raising subscriptions 
te clean the particular squares upon which 
thev live or do business. Small-pox was not 
eradicated during the warm summer months, 
and with so aime a German po 
sessed of prejudice against vaccination there 
is an abundance of material upon which it 
ean feed. The Health Department has sys- 
tematically falsified reports of the number of 
small-pox cases, and has become so corrupt 
as to become a public stench. Ii the signs do 
not fail, public opinion will take such a form 
as to cause this department to be wiped out 
of existence as soon as the Legisiature meets, 
and other parts of the Municipal Government 
may share the same fate. 


AN OLD LAW. 
The Case of the Sacred-Concert Singers 
Arrested in New Haven. 

New HAvenN, Conn., Nov. 20.—The City 
Court room this morning was crowded. The 
arrested sacred-concert singers, Manager 
Peck of the opera-house, and the manager of 
the company were tried for a violation of the 
statute of 1784, which provides that every 
person who shall be present at any con- 
cert of music, dancing, or other pub- 
lic diversion on Sunday, or on the even- 
ing thereof, shall be fined $4.” The Grand 
Opera-House was crowded last evening. 
Fully 2,000 —— were there, and others had 
been turned away. The singers had warbled 
down ou the 7 95 ＋ to “Talk About Your 
Moses,“ or a little further—perhaps down to 
“A Great Day ’’—when Detectives Reilly and 
Brewer arrested two of the male singers and 
Managers Peck and Dwinnell. This is the 
company’s twelfth season, Manager Dwin- 
nell said, and none of them had b 
arrested before. The information against 
Manager Clark Peck read: That 
on Noy. 19, at the Grand Opera-House, 
he did then and there suffer and permit 
therein a public concert, exhibition, and 
performance for gain, without license being 
obtained therefor from the Chief of Police.“ 
The complaints against Roger Wilson, Rich- 
ard W. Marks, Edward A. Scales, Willlam P. 
Forbes, and Charles S. Dwinnell, charged 
them with “taking part in a concert without 
a license having been obtained,“ Clark 
Peck was fined $20 and costs, and Agent 
Scales and Manager Dwinonell were fined a 
like amount. They appealed to the Superior 
Court 77 bonds being $100. The perform- 
ers, Marks and nd Forbes, w were discharged.

There was no improvement yesterday in the 
lamber-carrying trade. Carry rates have 
ceased to be quotable, shippers and vesselmen 
making their own terms when engagements are 
made. The only class of lumber-carriers that 
seem to be in request are steam-barges, and 
even that class are engaged on private terms or 
on terms that sailing vessels cannot take and 
come out even at the end of a trip, no matter 
bow quickly made. Steam-barges have no 
tow-bills to pay at either end of their 
routes, while the tow-bill of a sailing vessel that 
has to deliver its cargo at Mud Lake amounts to 
nearly half of the freight money. 

There is no inquiry whatever for vessels to 
carry coarse freights, and the majority of the 
craft employed in that trade are already laid up. 

There were two or three inquiries at this port 
yesterday for vessels to go to Escanaba to load 
iron-ore for Lake Erie ports, shippers offermg 
$1.40@1.50 per ton, but no charters were made, 
owners declining tosend their vessels at any 
price, owing to the lateness of the season and 
the consequent danger that their vessels would 
be caught by a cold snap and frozen in for the 
winter at Escanaba.

The Canal System of Canada—An Inter- 
eating Statement. 

Now that the question of free canals is excit- 
ing considerabie discussion a complete and con- 
nected statement of the canal system of 
Canada may be interesting. The River 
St. Lawrence, with the system of canais 
established on its course above Montreal, 
and the lakes of Ontario, Erie, St. Clair, Huron, 
and Superior provide, says the report of Sir 
Charles Tupper, Dominion Minister of Railways 
and Canals, a system which extends from the 
Straits of Belle Isie to Thunier Bay and Duluth 
at the head of Lake Superior, a distance of 2,384 
statute miles. The difference in level between 
Lake Superio® and Three Rivers, Quebec, where 
tidal influence ces es, is about 600 feet. Be- 
tween Lake Superior and Huron is the Sault Ste. 
Marie Canal, built by the United States, whose 
lock lifts 18 feet. Ali the remaining canal navi- 
gation via the St. Lawrence to the sea is pro- 
vided by Canada, whose canals constructed be- 
tween Montreal and Lake Erie overcome, by 
their locks, a hight of 53344 feet. These are the 
Lachine, Beauharnois, Cornwall, Farran’s Point, 
Rapide Plat. Galops, and Welland. Their aggre- 
gate length is 70% miles; number of locks, 53. 
From a table prepared*by the Minister of Rail- 
ways and Canals the following statement of dis- 
tances is obtained:

A FEARFUL LEAP. 


A Passenger Train Precipitated Down 
a Thirty-Foot Embankment, bat Ne 
One Seriously Injured. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Cotumsus, O., Nov. 22.—The limited ex- 
press on the Pittsburg Division of the Pitts- 
burg, Cincinnati & St. Louis Railroad, which 
left this city at 12:12 a. m. for Pittsburg, and 
consisting of two postal-cars, a baggzage-car, 
smoker, coach, hotel-car, and two sleepers, 
met with a serious accident three-fourths of 

a mile west of Union Station, twenty-six 

miles east of Columbus, by which the whole 

train was badly wrecked. The cause of the 
derailment was a rail which had been 
placed diagonally across the track, 
as. two indentations in the rail were 
plainly visible, and were caused by 
the wheels striking it, and the position 
of the rail was very easily explained by the in- 
dentations being farther apart than the width 
of the standard gage roads. The place where 
the wreck occurred isa steep embankment 
near what is called Lower Ramp Creek, and 
just west of this point 1s a curve around 
which the train was running at the rate of 
speed of thirty-five miles per hour. As soon 
as the engineer saw the obstruction he ap- 
plied the air-brakes, but. the distance 
was so short that he could not 
save his train. The engine struck the 
rail, and it is supposed to have pushed
